2. Me, EC. Lewis, the assistant Postmaster, 
General, went ou leave on March grd, and on 
June 5th 1 was appointed to act in his’ stead. 
On October 2nd Mr. L. A. M. Johnston pro- 
cecded to Weibaiwei on public business and 
on his retuin was appointed to act‘as Treasurer, 
1 was appointed to act as Postmaster General 
in place of Mr. Johnston, 

4 lt altach a Table A shewing the actual 
number of registered articles and insured lelters 
dealt with in this office daring the year. The 


insured letters shew an increase of 177 per cent. 
on.the figures of the previous year, It is prob- 
able that there has also been an increase in the 
number of registered articles, but comparison 
is dfficult owing to the fact thal for 1903 the 
figures represen: the actual number of’ covers 
which passed through the office, while those 
lor 1902 were an approximation, Table # 
shews the number of bays, packets, etc, which 
has been dealt with by this office, All the 
figures excep’ parcel boxes despatched shew 
an increase, while the packéts and bags which 
have passed through in transit have increased 
by 0,000, There is also an increase in the 
number of steamers carrying mails which have 
arrived and departed, the figures being 16,684 
for the year under review as against 15,858 in

Statistics of parcels for the year 1g03 are 
xiven in ‘Table #. A direct comparison of 
figures with those of the previous year is 
impossible as the figures for 1993 are actual, 

The space provided in the parcel branch is 
inadequate. Structural alterations have been 
made in the registration and parcel branch and 
there is now sufficient space for carrying on 
the ordinary rousine work of the office, but the

TORP DOBOAT WRECKED, 

The Japanese Consul, Mr. M. Noma, 
kindly forwards to. us the following copy of 
an official telegram received by him carly 
this morning :— .

Admiral Kataoka reports that the ‘third 
fleet arrived Kerr Bay near Talicnwan on the

Some of the, Russian mines were dis- 
covered ; threeof which were successfully des- 
troyed, but the fourth exploded prematurely, 
wrecking the torpedo-boat No. 48 in which 
seven were killed and seven wounded. No 
other damage was done on our side. 


: RUSSIA'S. FINA CIAL PO-ITION, 

Mr.O. Ellybicher, in the Méneleenth Cen- 
jury and Aftr declares that Russia spends 
truly gigantic sums with incredible lavishness 
for the most unremunerative purposes, military 
and naval expenditure being the heaviest items 
in her budget. But in spite of the en mous 
eXpenditure, the Ivussian Gnancial statements 
show year afier year enormous surpluses. Mr. 
Eltybacher,aftere:.deavouring toanalyse several 
of these financial statements, arrives at the 
conclusion that they are utterly untrustworthy. 
He finds support for that view in the wretched 
condition of the peasants, the small yields from 
the soil, and the crushing taxation. He quotes 
Prince Uchtomsky, the editor of the éedomostt, 
as publishing the statement that " Russja is 
chronically’ starving; pauperigm increases in 
extent and degree, and there are neither syays 
Nor nicans apparent cither to stop or to mitigate 
this evil.” ‘The attempt, says Mr. Ettybacher, 
to construct a network of railways entirely on 
sirateyical grounds is evidently proving Gnan- 
cially disastrous, Statistics are quoted to 
show that the Russian agricultural peasantry 
suffer from chronic underfeeding, with a cor- 
respondiagly high death rate, yet food pro- 
ducts are exported lo the value of, { 40,000,000 
ayeur. If the peasant were allowed tu eat 
his own grain he would not starve, But the 
Government collects tne taxes immediately after 
the harvest, and many taxpayers are left to 
slarve when the harvest is over. The peasants’ 
food has been collected by the Government in 
the form of taxes, and sent out of the country 
in order to pay interest on the huge foreign 
loans which have been contracted by the 
Government for the furtherance of their expan: 
sionist policy, This authority, after quoting a 
great variety of statistics, deduces from the 
figures that the financial position of Russia is 
precarious and almost desperate, notwithstand- 
ing the enormous budget and the splendid 
surpluses recorded. Russia has squandered 
the huodreds of mulliuns which she obtained 
(rom France on unproductive objects, which 
flattered her vanity, but which have ruined her, 
-fshe has to repudiate or to compound with 
her foreign creditors it would probably break 
up the dual alliance, “And it would be an 
evil day for the French nation, which has lent 
to Russia more than £ 300,009,000." 


The Cadleaews prints a telegram, dated 
Chefoo, May toth, stating that General Kuroki

OUTRAGES BY PLANTERS 1N 
SOMATR A. 
age 

Writing from Singapore on the tiith March 
last, the correspondent of the Morning Leader, 
supplied the following startling * imformation 
concerhing the ways of the Wutch planters in 
a section of Sumatra:— . 

The Congo is by no means the only place in 
the world where barbaric atrocities are infl.cted 
on natives by presumably sane Europeans. 
Only f ur years ayo the warld—or that section 
interested in Déli, wh.ch is.a portion of Sumatra 
was thrilled with the tales recounted i a 
brochure entitled, “ The Deli Millions.” From 
beginning to end it was an indictment of the 
Dutch colonial rule, and what made it the more 
striking was the fact that it was wrilten bya 
Dutchman, 

The condition of the contract coolies wark- 
ing on estates in the eastern section of Sumatra 
was described wilh such a wealth of detail, the 
miseries they endured, the scoundrelly punish: 
ments inflicted on them hy planters whose 
moral sense seeined to have been utterly 
blunted and excised, everything was set forth 
so clearly that a shudder of indignation passed 
over the Duich-speaking colonials, 

MEN, WOMEN, AND CHILDREN. 

The coolies are Javanese and Chinese---there 
are about a hundred thousand of them~-and 
Mr, Van der Brand, who is a lawyer in Medan, 
the author of “The Deli Millions,” gave such 
a vivid picture of their sufferings, the indigni- 
ties to which they are subyecied—men, women, 
and children—the chuseless scourgings they 
endure, that he aroused public feeling as it 
had not been aroused for many a day, 

' Those who were nat subject to the planting 
interests, or suborned by the officials, gave car 
to this indictment of slavery io ity worst form. 
The brazen-faced, high-handed planters, devoid 
of cons ience, creed, or anything else, a law to 
themselves, and, it must be remembered, a 
power in the land, endeavoured with all. their 
might to stifle Mr. Van der Brand. ‘They,con- 
tended that his statements were pure travésties 
of fact, that he was prejudiced, that he was half 
a native himself, thatthe country was run for 
the governing class, and not for the benefit of 
the rag-tag and bobtail. But they failed to 
refute his statements, 

A TALE TO SHUDDER AT, 

Mr. Van der Brand, in his book, and also 
in speeches, charged the pla ters in Deli with 
forcing coolies to stand the whole day in the 
sun, rubbing finely pounded chilis into open 
wounds and certain parts of the body ; ducking 
and holding persons under water; electrifying 
them with a strong current; placing them in 
the stocks; kicking women with child; leading 
naked women round the coolie quarters; 
forcing sick pers-ns to sleep va the bare 
ground; th-ashing coolies who had reported 
‘hemselves ill and asked fur medicine ; shutting 
u> patients for months in insanilary and faul- 
smelling quarters; sending away consumptives 
in the last stage of the discase, so that they 
died on the roads; and with other crimes 
which would not bear publication, 

It is well known that cooties are often 
toriured to the point of death by their in-human 
masters, The coulie is looked Upon as a 
beast; he does not even obtain the treatinent 
which was meted out to the negro slaves i the 
West Indies, for he has not the value of a 
buffalo in his skin. It is admived that the 
planters take the law inte ther own hands 
when it co.nes to punishing their indenturad 
labourers, and what that means when the judges 
are mostly ignorant, brutal slave-drivers van 
casily be understood. 

THE RIGHT MAN APPOINTED, 

Asthe result of Mr, Van der Brand's aygitat- 
ton, the Government of the Netherlands Indies 
appointed the Officier van Justice, Mr. Remrev, 
a special commissioner to inquire into the facts 
and to report. Mr. Remrev was the Public 
Prosecutor in Batavia. He was born in the 
Vetherlands Indies, aod he is saidto have n. tive 
blood in his veins, That was eaough for the 
planters, They said he had a yrodge against 
them, that he would not confine himself to the 
question in hand, that his report would be un- 
tras;worthy, because prejudiced. But the Go- 
vernmem did not budge, and Mr. Remrev 
statted out.

NOW ROCKEFELLER MEAT HIM, 


The transactions of no financier, “since the 
bursting of the South Sea bubble, and the 
inoney scare in France many years age, hays 
attracted £0 much general attention as have 
those of J. I. Morgan during the last few 
years, 

Asa builder-up of trusts, or as a financial 
genius, however, Morgan’s day is gone. Six 
-months ago he was omnipotent in Wall-street, 
and a wink from him to aman with millons to 
speculate brought those millions without ques- 
tion into any scheme he chase to endorse. He 
was besieged with wealthy speculators, his 
office was inundated with letters from men of 
money, all begging to be allowed to invest 
their huge wealth in his concerns. And to- 
day what a difference, As a writer has ex- 
pressively said it, “ To-day Pierpont: Morgan 
couldn't sell five dollar gold pieces for four 
dollars on his own recommendation.’ 

There is no one in America who is not sorry 
that Morgan has lost caste, as the man who 
brought him to the present state is most un- 
popular, while, on the other hand, J. 2. Morgan 
himself, whether as a financier or as a patron 
of literature and the arts, is beloved by all who 
come into contact with him, Financial deals 
are always hard to understand, particularly to 
the one who has never been able to shake 
tnore than half a dozen sovereigns in his pocket 
atonce, but the trouble with Morgan in his 
fall from the throne of master manipulator 
appears to have been that J, 1. Rockefeller 
had plenty of money ready, thal he waited his 
chance, and when the Steel Coiporation had 
all their money oul squeezed Morgan at (he 
right moment, and stook louse from his grip 
12,,03,0c0 dollars of bond conversion profits. 
Immediately afterwards the contract with J. 1’, 
Morgan and Co, to convert 250,000,020 dollars 
of preferred steel stock bonds was cancelled. 

This action marks the passing of Morgan, 
and henceforth he will have to report to Rocke. 
feller. He is eliminated as a ruling power in 
the Steel Company, and his dominance in Wall- 
street has already become ancient history. 
Without warning or advertisement the oil king 
became the steel king as well, and to-day 
Rockefeller, the wrecker,” Is (he mast power- 
{ul man inthe money world af America, kvery- 
one seems to regret this, as he is not popular 
with the peuple. 

Rockefeller has superb residences in different 
places in America, is most methodical in his 
habits, aud personally superintends the work. 
ings of a Baptist sunday School, He always 
carnes a doctor with him in his travels, and a 
clergyman as private secretary pencrally. It is 
said that he hay spent money on bos scalp, in 
vain endeavours 10 make his hair grow, and 
that there is a fabulous fortune awaiting the 
man why can manufacture a successful hair. 
sestorer. Dyspepsia in an aggravated form is 
also responsible tor many sleepless nights. 
Morgan still continues his work in the old 
offices, but it is now more as a chief clerk to 
Rockefeller.
